Report That Kaiser’s Troops Have 
Occupied Haichou, in Shantung 
Peninsula, Creates Wild Excite- 
ment at Mikado’s Capital. 


RUSSIA IS EXPECTING 
NEWS OF NAVAL FIGHT 


Rumors, Still Unconfirmed, That 
Battle Is in Progress Continue 
in Czar’s Realm—One Vessel 
Even Reports Sound of Cannon. 


TOKIO, May 16.—A report has been re- 
cetved here that German troops have 
seized Haichou, a Chinese seaport in the 
southern part of the Shantung peninsula. 

From Berlin comes a denial of the as- 
sertion that Germany is attempting in 
Shantung what Russia did in Manchuria. 

The leaders of the Mikado'’s Government 
are not wholly satisfied, however, and 
officini advices are awaited with consider- 
able anxiety. 


RUMORS OF NAVAL FIGHT 
FLOOD RUSSIAN CAPITAL 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 16.—Rumors 
continue to flood St. Petersburg that 4 
naval battie is actually in progress be- 
iween the Russian and Japanese fleets. 

From London comes a dispatch stating 
that a Norwegian bark, which has just 
put in at Shanghai, reported hearing heav:* 
cannonading for three hours while pass- 
‘ng to the south of the Straits of Corea. 
Shortly after the sound of guns had died 
away, a Japanese torpedo boat overhauled 
the Norwegian craft and passed, running 
at top speed, to the south.

INFORMATIONS DEFECTIVE. 


New Tridls Ordered on Indict- 
ments or Properly Veri- 
fied Records. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JDFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 16.—Divi- 
sion No. 2 of the Supreme Court today re- 
versed the tudgement against Charles E. 
Gutke and Charles F. Kelly, the ex-mem- 
bers of the St. Louis House of Delegates, 
and remanded their cases for new trial. 

Judge Gantt wrote the opinion of the 
court in the case of Gutke, who was con- 
victed by the St. Louis Circuit Court for 
Sharine with 15 other members of the 
House of Delegates in the $75,000 bribery 
fund of the Suburban Street Railway, and 
Judge Fox wrote the oninion in the case 
of Kelly, who was convict for perjury 
in connection with the Suburban deal. 

These cases were reversed and remanded 
for new trials hecause the informations 


were not properly verified as held by the 
Supreme Court tn the famous Bonner case. 


Informations Defective. 


The Attorney-General in his brief a 


fon i 
and Kelly and the Suorem ourt, there- 
fore, reyersed the tadermnants and sent the 
cases back for new trials on indictments 
from the grand jury or on informations 
properly verified. 

In the Gutke case Judge Gantt seys that 
inasmuch as the information against him 
was filed in June, 1992, after article 3, 
Chapter 16 of the Revised Statutes of 1899 
had been amended bv the acts of 1501, 
pages 188 and 139, so as to require infor- 
mations for felony to be verified by the 
prosecuting attorney or person competent 
to testify as a witness In the case, and in- 
asmuch as the information against. Gutke 
was not so verified In accordance with that 
amendment.. which defect was properly 
called to the attention of this trial court 
in the motibn to quash the information 
it therefore becomes necessary for the Su- 
preme Court to reverse the judgment and 
remand the case for a new trial. 

In the Kelly trial Judge Fox says that 
no steps were taken to amend the infor- 
mation and hence this judgment is re- 
versed and the cause remanded for a new 


trial.

TALKS OF “CASEY” 


“The Essence of Burlesque,” the 
Tall Comedian Oalls the 
Famous Baseball Poem. 


unlikely that any other interpolation 
the success of “Casey at the 
Bat,’ which DeWolt Hopper recites dur- 
ing the second act of “Wang.’’ Casey is 
a pure interpolation, being wholly foreign 
to the opera; but its effectiveness has been 
such that no performance of “Wang,” with 
DeWolf Hopper in it, would be considered 
complete without the tall comedian’s rendi- 
tion of this humorous old rhyme. 

Mr. Hopper said of the piece when I 
talked with him at the Planters’ Hotel last 
night: 

‘The poem was written by Ernest L. 
Thayer while working upon the San Fran- 
cisco Examiner. He was the son of a 
miller at Worcester, Mass., and is himself 
a resident of Worcester today. Claims 
have been made for other authors in the 
matter of this piece, but Thayer is the man 
who wrote it. Ineldentally, he has at- 
tended many performances where I have 
given it, and IT have frequently had him 
as a guest in a box. 

‘Casey is a classic. It is the best sport 
poem ever written. It is the quintessence 
of burlesque, moving from the sublime to 
the ridiculous with such fidelity to the un- 
certainties of the game of baseball that 
it is perfect. 

*T shall never forget the first night T re- 
cited it. I was to have two baseball teams 
in the boxes as my guests at a New York 
theater. I was handed this clipping, wih 
the assurance that it was a great thing 
and would make a hit with the baseball 
players if I would give it. My heart was 
not right for anything of the sort that day. 
My little boy was ill and supposably dy- 
ing, and I was sick with anxiety. During 
the forenoon I received the good news that 
the child had passed the crisis and would 
recover. With this to gladden my heart, 
I pitched into Casey and mastered it in 
a couple of hours. The effect that night 
was tremendous. I have always been a 
baseball fan, and I had no need to study 
the atmosphere of the piece. I knew it. 
I knew its possibilities. There waf the 
dreadful hopelessness of having a couple 
of poor batters wp before Casey in the 
final inning, establishing a certainty that 


the side would be retired before the mighty 
slugger could get to the bat. There was 
the awful lament that things could énot 
have shifted themselves so that Casey 
might have had at least one good swipe 
at the ball Defore the game ended. Then 
came the surprise of the hits made by ths 
weaker batters. Glory, Casey would get a 
bat! Just think how that pulled every man 
and boy in the crowd up on his toes. Think 
how it swept away the whole black cloud 
of defeat and revealed the glorious sun of 
certain victory! Think how he waved his 
wagon-tongue, and how he ached to have 
Think where 
Casey would knock it—far, far away, out 
into the endless ether! Lud, lud, think how 
the other fellows would feel, particularly 
the pitcher, as Casey galloped around the 
bases, sweeping all other runners and all 
opposition before him! 


The Psychological Moment. 
‘Then the hush of the psychological mo- 


ment, when the pitcher poised for the 
throw and Casey braced himself for the 
blow. Then the quick flight of the ball, the 
hesitancy of Casey, and the , 
‘Strike one!’ Then the wild c 

from the crowd, surging forwa 

ing somebody to kill the umpire! Then the 
second throw, and Casey smiting the air 
with all his ponderous strength, the bail 
escaping into the catcher’s mitt. Then the 
quick fear of the orowd, which for an in- 
stant lost faith in Casey. Then Casey’s 
glorious reassurance, as he gripped his bat, 
bit his Itp, and looked out for a cloud to 
knock it upon. Then the awful crisis of the 
third throw, the flash of the ball, the 
swish of the bat, the ears strained to catch 
the crash of the blow, but catching in- 
stead the smack of the ball in the glove! 
The groan—not of one man, but of thou- 
sands of men and boys who had seen their 
idol smashed right there before their eyes! 

“That is real burlesque. It was wonder- 
fully dome, and appeals to every man or 
bov who ever: played baseball, because it 
graphically dMustrates something which 
happens, in more or less disappointing fash- 
jon. every three out of five games of ball. 
The Casevs are batting all over this coun- 
try today, and few of them are smiting tihe 
ball. Like the imperishable symbol] of all 
that bat. they will strike out in the crisis. 
That 1s what makes baseball the finest 
game ever devised. 

“Casey followed me into ‘Wang’ and mis 
become insepamazbly linked with me because 
it exactiy falis within the range of things 
I can do. There are many things I can't 
do. but I can do Casey. I feel and live it 
when I recite that old poem, and I have 
always felt it and Hved it, no matter (¢f ] 
were giving it for the thousandth time. We 
all have our own talents. David Warfield 
is not a tragedienne, but no one I ‘have 
ever seen can approach him in plavine 
upon human emotions in a quiet, masterly 
way. It illustrates the thing he can do. 
just as Casey falls within the range of 
what ILcan do. We are all that way. Some 
are more versatile than others, but after 
all there is one ‘thing we can do better than 
all else. Mine is Casey. I don't say ft in 
vanity, but in truth. for I feel it ina wav 
that inspires me to do my best

‘DE WOLF HOP 


TALKS OF “CASEY” 


“The Essence of Burlesque,” the 
Tall Comedian Calls the 
Famous Baseball Poem. 


unlikely that any other interpolation 
has equaled the success of “Casey at the 
Bat,’ which DeWolf Hopper recites dur- 
ing the second act of “Wang.” Casey is 
a pure interpolation, being wholly foreign 
to the opera; but its effectiveness has been 
such that no performance of “Wang,” with 
DeWolf Hopper in it, would be considered 
complete without the tall comedian’ 8 rendi- 
tion of this humorous old rhyme. 

Mr. Hopper said of the piece when I 
talked with him at the Planters’ Hotel last 
night: 

‘The poem was written by Ernest L. 
Thayer while working upon the San Fran- 
cisco Bxaminer. He was the son of a 
miller at Worcester, Mass., and is himself 
a resident of Worcester today. Claims 
have been made for other authors in the 
matter of this piece, but Thayer is the man 
who wrote it. Incidentally, he has at. 
tended many performances where I have 
given it, and T have frequently had him 
as a guest in a box. 

“Casey is a classic. It is the best sport 
poem ever written. It is the quintessente 
of burlesque, moving from the sublime to 
the ridiculous with such fidelity to the un- 
certainties of the game of baseball that 
it is perfect. 

“IT shall never forget the first night I re- 
cited it. I was to have two baseball teams 
in the boxes as my guests at a New York 
theater. I was handed this clipping, whh 
the assurance that it was a great thing 
and would make a hit with the baseball 
players if I would give it. My heart was 
not right for anything of the sort that day. 
My little boy was ill and supposably dy- 
ing, and I was sick with anxiety. During 
the forenoon I received the good news that 
the child had passed the crisis and would 
recover. With this to gladden my heart, 
I pitched into Casey and mastered it in 
a couple of hours. The effect that night 
was tremendous. I have always been a 
baseball fan, and I had no need to study 
the atmosphere of the piece. I knew it. 
I knew its possibilities. There was the 
dreadful hopelessness of having a couple 
of poor batters wp before Casey in the 
final inning, establishing a certainty that 


the side would be retired before the mighty 
slugger could get to the bat. There was 
the awful lament that things could 6not 
have shifted th that Casey 
might have had at least one good swipe 
at the ball Defore the game ended. Then 
came the surprise of = ge Fo hits made by ths 
weaker batters. Glory neey would get a 
bat! Just think how that pulled every man 
and boy in the crowd up on his toes. Think 
how it swept away the whole black cloud 
of defeat and revealed the glorious sun of 
certain victory! -Think how he waved his 
wagon-tongue, and how he ached to have 
the pitcher put her over! Think where 
"| Casey would knock !ft—far, far away, out 
into the endless ether! Lud, lud, think how 
the other fellows would feel, particularly 
the pitcher, as Casey galloped around the 
bases, sweeping all other runners and all 
opposition before him! 


The Psychological Moment. 


‘Then the hush of the psychological mo- 


ment, when the pitoher poised for the 
throw and Casey braced himself for the 
blow. Then the quick flight of the ball, the 
hesitancy of Casey, and the um ’s cry 
‘Strike one!’ Then the wild c of rage 
from the crowd, surging forwa 
ing somebody to kill the umpire! 
second throw, and C d 
with hie ponderous strength, the ball 
escaping into the catcher's mitt. 
quick fear of the orowd, which for an in- 
stant lost faith in Casey. Then Casey’s 
glorious reassurance, as he gripped his bat, 
bit his lip, and looked out for a cloud to 
knock it upon. Then the awful crisis of the 
third throw, the flash of the ball, the 
swish of the bat, the ears strained to catch 
the crash of the biow, but catching in- 
stead the smack of the ball in the glove! 
The groan—not of one man, but of thou- 
sands of men and boys who had seen their 
id o} smashed right there before their eyes! 
‘That is real burlesque. It was wonder- 
fully dome, and appeals to every man or 
boy who ever: played baseball, because it 
graphically 4{Mustrates something which 
happens, in more or less disappointing fash- 
fon, every three out of five games of ball. 
The Casevs are batting all over this coun- 
try today, and few of them are smiting the 
ball. Like the imperishable symbol] of all 
that bat, they wild strike out in the crisis. 
That is what makes baseball the finest 
game ever devised. 

“Casey followed me into ‘Wang’ and his 
become inseparably linked with me because 
it exactiy falls within the range of things 
1 can do. There are many things I e«an't 
do. but I can do Casey. I feel and live it 
when I recite that old poem, and I have 
alwavs felt it and Iived it, no matter #éf |] 
were giving it for the thousandth time. We 
all have our own talents. David Warfield 
is not a tragedienne, but no one I have 
ever seen can approach him in plaving 
upon human emotions in a quiet, masterly 
way. It illustrates the thing he can do, 
just as (Casey falls within the range of 
what Lean do. We are all that way. Some 
are more versatile than others, but after 
all there is one thing we can do better than 
all else. Mine is Casey. I don't say #t in 
vanity, but in truth, for I feel it in a way 
that inspires me to do my best.’

HARD TO DRESS NEATLY 


Leisure That Should Be Devoted 
to Improvement Is Spent 
Planning Economy. 


Here is the public school teachers’ view 
of the salary question, voiced by one of 
their number who, for obvious reasons, 
does not want her name mentioned: 

‘Rabbi Harrison is a philanthropist. The 
teachers of 8t. Louis should be paid a 
living wage. Too much. is asked of them 
for the return that is made, 

“In these davs when home ties are s0 
easily broken the teacher has in many 
cases to provide that which the home fails 
to give. She has to take the place of the 
mothers that are found wanting. 

“A teacher must have much knowledge. 
She must be an artist, a musician, a reader 
of good literature, even a pookkeeper. She 
must jiearn of all these things, but how 


can she make progress when the salary is 
such that she cannot cultivate her mind 


without neglect of her physical needs? 


Have to Count Pennies. 


“Teachers have enough work to do with- 
out having to count the pennies each time 
they want a new book. Germany deals 
fairer with her teachers than we do. They 
are pensioned there after they have done a 
certain amount of work. That gives them 
a standing in- the community and their 
work fs the more effective because of that 
standing. 

‘The ies) teachers of St. Louis have to 
save in order to accomplish that which 
they wish is pathetic. They must always 
appear neatly dressed. I know one woman 
whose circumstances are such that she 
has had but one skirt since the beginning 
of the school vear. Persons less observing 
might not have noticed that. She always 
made a good appeirance, but think of the 
care necessary that might have been given 
to rest or other work. 

‘No wonder ours ts an apprentice pro- 
fession. No one outside our work can be- 
gin to understand the patience and perse- 
verance required. Is it surprising that our 
young teachers look for something beyond 
the school reom? 

‘Enthusiasm .is always demanded of us. 
We receive less wages than the carpenter, 
the plumber, the painter and the police- 
man. No one asks any more of them than 
physical work. They can be as unenthusi- 
astic as they please. Their training does 
not take the icngth of time ours does and 
they do not have vacations. 

“Some there are who considers ours a 
happv profession because of our three 
mont?s’' vacation, never thinking that 
those three months stare.at us as times 
for which we must provide. 


Can’t Afford Rest. 


“True, we need the rest, but we can't 
afford to take it. We must look for other 
work—private ‘pupils or something that 
will tide us over. 

“Our work marks us. As there is a bi- 
cycle face, so is there a teacher’s face. 
Yo can ck it anywhere. That is- be- 
cause of the worry and constant care that 
is ours. Once the primary room was a 
peace of pleasure. It is now—for the pu- 
pis 


“For the teacher it is one awful prob- 
lem of busy work, ..The. pupils of. the 
primiary grade must do cutting, ‘they 
must paint, they must do a dozen of 
things with material that must-be ac- 
ed ha for and they must achieve re- 
suits. ‘ 

“Strain is the program of the teacher’s 
life. We are willing to accept that 
but we feel that to that strain should 
not be added the necessity of thinking 
always of money. We should not ‘be 
materialistic but we are compelled to 


do s0. 

“We should hear the best lectures, 
see the hest plays, read the best books:

Former Wife of Ex-Commandant 
of Indiana Soldiers’ Home Now 
Inmate of Institution.

LAFAYETTE, Ind., May 13.—Trustees of 


the State Soldiers’ Home in regular session 
a few days ago admitted to membership 
in the home Hester Frink Megrew, wife of 
the former commandant, Capt. John P. Ma. 
grew, who is now captain of the Capitol 
police at Washington, D. C. The acceptance 
of the application of Mrs. Magrew marked 
another epoch in a family tragedy. It also 
marks her modest return to the institution 
of which she was once ‘“‘first lady.”’

When Baron Mayer des Plilanches, Ital- 
ian Ambassador to the United States, meets 
you he takes your hand in both of his 
and smilingly beams on you through his 
glasses, his blue eyes alight with friend- 
liness. 

The Baron is a blond Italian, of the big 
and florid aristocratic type depicted by F. 
Marion Crawford in his Roman novels. He 
is so suave and genial that you are not 
a bit surprised when he tells you, laugh- 
ingly, in fluent, Latin-softened English, 
that he is at present acting largely in 
the capacity of an immigration agent for 
the benefit of his countrymen. He means 
by this that he is investigating the fruit- 
growing possibilities of the Southern 
States for the purpose of enlightening Ital- 
fans as to the most desirable sections for 
colonization by those who insist upon com- 
ing to this country. 

“Mind you,” he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the Jefferson Hotel during his 
one-day stay in St. Louis Monday, “I am 
not seeking to stimulate the emigration 
of my countrymen to this country.

ater fining Chauffeur Benedict for speeding the Hildreth ma- 
chine, Judge Tracy of the City Hall Police Court indorsed and 
emphasized the Post-Dispatch’s suggestion that a forfeiture of 
license should follow a second conviction of illegal speeding.

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TOO ELASTIC. 

A big stock brokerage company failed in Wall street the 
other day, with heavy liabilities. Experts worked for an hour 
to open the safe, at the request of the creditors, who hoped 
to snatch something from the wreck, and what did they find? 
Securities of any kind? Stocks? Bonds? Silver, gold or green- 
backs? No, none of these. Of what, then, did the salvage 
consist?

“When we first began work in consolidating the competitive 
system,” said Mr. Rockefeller, “they said, ‘You cannot do it ; 
it can’t be done.’ We said, ‘It can be done. It must be done. 
It has got to come.” Mr. Rockefeller furtherysaid that the

benefit to civilization, and as men become imbued with the

Ingenious—Ingenuous. 


EJRE are two words which many peo- 

H ple confuse, because they look al- 

most alike. And, as in the case of 

sanguine and sanguinary, they have quite 

different meanings, although derived from 
the same Latin words. 

‘In’ is the same in Latin and English, 
having, in fact, been introduced or dragged 
imto the <nglish 
language by the 
Romans, who used 
it as a prefix, with 
the meaning of tn. 

“Gen” is derived 
from the Latin verb 
“gigno,”’ meaning to 
bear, produce, or be 
born. Amd our En- 
glish word ‘‘genius’’ 
means one who is 
born with some pe- 

HE IS INGENUOUS. cular ppower. 

So, in its last analysis, ingenious is mere- 
ly “born in’’ or “produced in.’ And in- 
genuous has precisely the same derivation 
and inherent signification. 

Rut, as everyone ought to know, inge- 
nious has come to mean clever, inventive, 
original; while ingenuous has come to 
mean candid, frank, open and above board. 
Thus usage changes the original meaning 
of words. 

An inventor may be ingenious, but may 
be deceitful, in which case we say he lacks 
ingenuousness. 

And an ingenuous or open-minded person 
may not be at all ingenious, 

In order to illustrate this difference, the 
ingenious artist has drawn a picture of an 
ingenuous or open countenance. The gen- 
tleman in the little “cut,” as you will see, 
has nothing to conceal. He is of the Pick- 
wick type. But he probably lacks ingenu- 
ity. 

There are a large number of words that 
have grown up in connection with these 
two words. For inetance, novel readers are 
told that the heroine was an ingenue (pro- 
nounced an-zhe-nco)—chat is, an artless, 
innocent young girl. In theatrical terms, 
an ingenue is an actress who represents 
such a character. 

And because an ingenuous person— 
one who is open and thoroughly honest— 
is universally admired, ingenuousness has 
come to mean, in some cases, free-born, 
of honorable birth.

Head Apostle of Chinese Progress 
Berites in Pomp With Large 
Retitiue. 


EXILE FOR SEVEN YEARS 


Foe of Dowager Empress An, Who 
Put Price of $100, 000 
on His Head. 


Kang Yu Wel, chief apostie of Chinese 
progress and the man whom the world 
expects to arouse the yellow giant of the 
Orient if he ie to be aroused in the early 
future, is in St. Louis. He will remain 
until Saturday with his large suite, and 
gome evening during his stay will make 


address will be public, and will be held 
in a hall or church yet to be decided upon. 
Tuesday afternoon he and his suite will 
visit the World's Fair grounds. 

Kang Yu Wel, though at one time prime 
minister of China, is not a prince of tte 
Chinese realm; he is not of noble birth. 
But at one time he was the great power 
in the empire. His power was wielded on 
the side of advancement of his people, in 
whom he believes, and for his use of that 
power he has been for seven years an 
exile, until recently, with @ price of §100,- 
000 on his head. 

The Dowager Empress An fixed the price 
on Kang’s head. She did not like his teach- 
ings, and when he insisted upon them she 
overruled the Emperor, his friend, and 
Kang became a fugitive. 

He has no hope of returning to his coun- 
try until the Dowager Empress dies. As 
she is now past 70 gee of age, he ex- 
pects that death will soon end her reign, 
the Empéror will come jnto his own, and 
the plans he has dreamed of and worked 
for will be put into effect. 


Met by Military Escort. 


Kang came into St. Louis with pomp, 
Monday afternoon. He was accompanied 
by numerous secretaries and military aides 
in all the glory of full uniform; he was 
met by a Chinese military escort, and the 
rocession from Union Stauon to the 

uthern Hotel was led by a troop of 
mounted police. 


the Chinese Empire Reform Association, 
whose plans are for evolution and not for 
revolution. It has a large military branch, 
but this is said to be only an incidental 
feature of the association. It is explained 
that the military feature is merely to bet- 
ter preserve discipline among the members, 
and maintain a more rigid organization; 
that the work of the association does not 
and will not depend upon the use of arms. 

Kang's private secretary is Chew Koh 
iWean, a young Chinese who was born in 
the free state of Penang and educated in 
Britisi: schoola. His chief military aide is 
Gen. Homer Lead of Los Angeles; another 
aide is Capt. Ben O. Young of Frescno. 
Tong Chinn and Rupert Humer are secre- 
taries. H. Linn Shuck and a delegation of 
St. Louls acted as an escort from 
Kansas City to St. Louis; the escort from 
Union Station cumprised the St. Louls mil- 
itary branch of the association, under com- 
mand of Capt. Hausman. The carriages of 
the party were closely guarded during the 
march, as the fear of the Chinese High- 
binder is ever present. 

Kang Yu Wei organized the Chinese Em- 
pire Reform Association in Vancouver aft- 
er traveli through Japan, Europe and 
Engiand following his 6xile. From Van- 
couver the organization has spread all over 
the United States and Canada, to the Phil- 
ippines and to London; and Kang will soon 
gail for South America to form organiza- 
tions on that continent. The military offi- 
cers of the United States organizations are 
Americans, and the uniform is similar to 
the cavalry uniform except for the brass 
buttons, which have dragons on them. 

“It is our plan to educate Chinese al! 
over the world to the possfbilities that lie 
before China if the people wil! only arouse 
themselves,’ sald Private Secretary Chew 
Koh Hean. ‘We want to educate our peo- 
ple. We are studying American and Euro- 
pean ager and a the time comes 


we shall a apply t hem to the sparing of the 
millions of inhabitants of C e have 
established newspavers in Hong Kong 
Japan, England and Amerioa, and we shail 
establish em in China when we are free 
to do so. China’s hope lies in education 
of the mennes.
